Luxury Liner 


The Matson luxury liner Lurline, which is patronized by 
America’s upper classes for lush trips to the tropic sun of 
Hawaii and by a few glamor-hunting working folk who save 
up several years for the trip, was stopped in its tracks at San 
Francisco docks by a labor dispute. 

Disregarding completely the labor beef involved, some 
interesting angles arose. One was the terrific anger of the 
mostly-wealthy playboys and girls over such a thing as an 
earthy labor beef spoiling their good time. Most workaday 
Americans, who can’t bégin to afford such a trip, read about 
this anger with calm amusement. 

The incident pointed up this rather glaring discrepancy 
on_our national scene: this year something like half a million 
will go on expensive trips to Europe, while the average wage- 
earner will scrounge around for a few extra bucks for a brief, 
inexpensive holiday at the nearest resort or camp ground. 

Now we don’t begrudge all this pleasure; some of it is 
actually earned and deserved; but isn’t it a little saddening 
to note this luxury of the fortunate and the cunning, while 
millions of workers and their kids are tied down by. fear and 
hunger to the depressing rut of year-round existence?

The P. G, & E: Begins to Pay Off |

Since last November, when 
PG&E started its parade of high- 


| voltage executives, officials and at- 


torneys through the PUC’s hearing 
room arguing a $37,500,000 a year 
electric rate boost, angry opposi- 
tion has been growing and spread- ; 
ing. 

By April 8th, when the PUC de- 
nied the interim rate hike, 60 cities 
and six counties had denounced the 
increase as unjustified. And so had 
the Grange, Farm Bureau, Farm 
Research and Legislative Commit- 
tee, Challenge Cream and Butter 
Association, Public Utility Dis- 
tricts, federal agencies, housewives, 
business interests and representa- 
tives of organized labor. 


As a result of this first victory 
1,402,675 electric customers will 
have saved at ieast eight cents on 
every $1 paid for standby and 
juice for a minimum of six months. 
Thereafter, savings will depend on 
how much more can be whittled 
from the requested $37,500,000 by 
of and opposition to 
PG&E’s false claims. 

It is significant that the com- 
rate attorney, Ralph * W. 
Duval, when hearings on the per- 
manent increase were resumed 
April 23, admitted that “the com- 
pany’s earnings do show some im- 
provement.”

Los Angeles, Calif.—The Los 
Angeles AFL won a decisive vic- 
tory in its fight for slum clearance 
and low-rent housing when the 
California State Supreme Court 
ruled that the Los Angeles City 
Council cannot cancel its $110 mil- 
lion slum clearance-public housing 
contract with the U.S. government. 


This means that 10,000 low-rent 
dwelling units will be constructed 
in slum areas in Los Angeles unless 
the State Supreme Court reverses 
its unanimous ruling after a motion 
for a rehearing, or if this is denied, 
an adverse Supreme Court ruling. 

A housing proposition on the 
issue may remain on the June 3 
ballot despite the decision, since 
the ballots had already been sent 
to the printer. If the State Su- 
preme Court decision stands, the 
voting will have no bearing on 
whether the program is or is not 
completed. 

Even so, W, J. Bassett, secre- 
tary-treasUrer of the Los Angeles 
Central Labor Council, urged that 
voters turn out in large numbers 
to vote for slum clearance.
